On September 1, 1948, visionaries opened 
Itawamba Junior College on a “shoestring 
budget” on a cottonfield in Fulton. Veterans 
labor and second-hand lumber from Camp 
McCain were used to construct many of the first 
buildings. During the first few years because of 
limited funds, the president, dean and registrar 
all taught classes. 

Just imagine what those visionaries would 
think about Itawamba Community College 
today! 

As we celebrate the 75th anniversary of IJC/ 
ICC, which has provided the BEST START for 
thousands upon thousands of individuals in our 
area and beyond, we remember its impact on our 
lives and on those of our neighbors and friends.

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CARING AWARD ENDOWMENT 


Jeanette Carr-Winkler became a member 
of Itawamba Community College's Associate 
Degree Nursing faculty in 1983, and she retired 
23 years later at the age of 80. 

Carr-Winkler was a charge nurse at the 
North Mississippi Medical Center before joining 
the ICC family. She started nursing school at 
the age of 47, a trait that ran in her family since 
her mother enrolled when she was 50. Her son, 
Stennis, was also a member of ICC's family as a 
student, attending on a football scholarship. 

The same year she retired, the Jeanette 
Carr-Winkler Caring award was established 
to honor her legacy at ICC. It is given to a 
eraduating sophomore nursing student who 
exemplifies nursing, consistently demonstrates 
professionalism and serves as a mentor to other 
students. The recipient is selected by a committee 
of the Associate Degree Nursing faculty. 

Dr. Mary Fleming-Parker, Carr-Winkler’s 
colleague on the AD Nursing faculty, knew and 
appreciated her on several levels. “She taught me 
nursing and then we taught together for several 
years when I came back to ICC in 1999. I loved 
teaching with her. She was such a fine lady.” 

Carr-Winkler died in 2016, but her legacy 
lives on and is continuing to touch the lives of 
those in the profession she loved. Her daughter, 
Janet Watson, wanted to honor her mother and 
help support ICC nursing students, so she created 
an endowment through the ТОС Foundation, Inc. 
that will provide a financial stipend to accompany 
the Caring Award named in her honor. Recipients 
can use these funds for financial assistance with the 
costs that nursing students incur after graduation, 
including exams and licensure. 


“Mom loved this place and the award that 
was named for her,” Watson said. “I didn’t want 
it to get lost. I really wanted people to remember 
her name. She expected students to act and dress 
professionally. She also expected them to be at 
their clinicals early to read charts. She took it very 
personally that if the students made a mistake, 
that she was responsible.” 

Watson recounted numerous experiences in 
meeting nurses who were trained by her mother 
in considering how she could assist future ICC 
nursing students. She realized it would be 
beneficial to support those who are entering the 
workforce. 

Dr. Dana Walker, Associate Degree Nursing 
program director, reinforced the challenges new 
nursing graduates face. “There at the end of the 
program they have so much expense including 
NCLEX (exam), review courses, background 
checks and other items.” 

Because of the generosity of Janet Watson 
through this endowment, future Associate Degree 
Nursing students who receive the Jeanette Carr- 
Winkler Caring Award will not only remember 
her mother’s name, but they can overcome 
financial challenges as they begin their careers in 
nursing. 

Foundation scholarships are provided and 
funded for ICC students by individuals, businesses, 
industries or organizations.

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Not only was August 10 
convocation for the 2022 fall 
semester, it was the start of ICC?s 
BIG 75th anniversary celebration. 

What better way to announce 
the event than a visit from two 
members of the first class! 

The Rev. Roy and Doris Finney 
Ryan spent a few minutes on the 
stage with ICC President Dr. Jay 
Allen reminiscing about IJC. 

Roy said that he had been in 
high school in Fulton for four 
years, so it was an easy transition 
for him to IJC, which opened its 
doors on September 1, 1948 with 
115 students, some of whom were 
veterans. Among the residents of 
the other two counties, Lee and 
Monroe, was now his wife, the 
former Doris Finney. 

Like the Ryans’ marriage, 
it was the start of “something 
really special.” To 92-year-old 
Roy, now-ICC has “come a long 


way" although the basics 
of its founding remain the 
same: friendly environment, 
opportunity for an education, 
affordable and easy to transfer. 
“It was a wonderful start,” the 
Ryans agreed. 

To close their special visit 
some 75 years after their story 
began, Allen presented both 
of the Ryans with keys to now- 
Itawamba Community College, 
the first individuals ever to 
receive such an honor. With 
the key presentation, however, 
Allen said that he was unsure 
the doors they would open. In 
2023, the commemorative keys 
are evidence of the longevity of 
the Ryans' relationship which 
began at Itawamba Junior 
College, where the BEST have 
started for 75 years.

Marty Cooper of Fulton served as the head 
basketball coach at ICC from 1998-2012 before he 
retired from coaching and continued as a faculty 
member. He was also the first to lead his team on the 
court of the Davis Event Center. 

He coached the Indians to four league titles and 
won the league, state and region in 2008, which was 
ICC’s first in more than 35 years. Cooper is the only 
coach in ICC’s history to take a team to the national 
tournament, and he did it three times (2002, 2007, 
2008). He was named MACJC Coach of the Year 
in 2008 and NJCAA Region 23 Coach of the Year

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three times. 

Cooper’s overall community college record was 368- 
219. He also coached at East Central Community 
College. His cumulative coaching record is 447-233. 

He is currently boys’ basketball coach at Belgreen, 
Ala. where his teams have been area champions (three 
years), region champions in 2021 and state runner-up in 
2021, the first team in school history to accomplish this 
level since 1994. He and his wife, Jennifer, who served as 
his assistant coach at both ICC and East Central, have 
one daughter, McKenzie. 


David Duke, who attended Itawamba Junior 
College for two years beginning in 1983, was an 
integral part of the College's first state tennis title 
since the program began in 1974. 

He competed both years in the NJCAA 
championships in Ocala, Florida and continued his 
tennis career at Mississippi College where he played 
for two years. During his freshman year at IJC, he 
won the no. 2 singles title, and as a sophomore, the 
no. 2 singles title and with a partner, the no. 1 doubles 
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title. Since 1994, he has been a teacher, most recently 
at Clinton Junior High School since 2001, and he 
coached the tennis team at Clinton High School 
from 2007-2019. 

He is married to Misty, a seventh grade ELL and 
Reading Excel teacher at Clinton Junior High School. 
He has one son, Chandler, an accountant at Waring 
Oil in Vicksburg. He is the son of David and Carole 
Duke of West Point.

Rep. Bell has been instrumental in securing funding 
for multiple local K-12 and municipal projects as well 
as workforce development for the entire community 
college system. 
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He earned the associate's degree in agriculture at 
ICC, where he was a member of the Forestry Club, 
and the bachelor's degree from Mississippi State 
University. 

His professional experience includes plant manager 
at International Minerals and Chemicals in Tupelo 
and teacher and coach. 

Rep. Bell and his wife of 32 years, Nelda, have three 
children, Paden, a teacher at Itawamba Attendance 
Center; Abbie, who is employed by Three Rivers 
Planning and Development District; and Jeremiah, a 
Junior at Itawamba Agricultural High School. 
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Over the past two years, Tupelo 
Coca-Cola Bottling Works has 
been a major partner in supporting 
Itawamba Community College’s 
athletic facility improvements by 
providing new scoreboards for three 
of its programs. 

In 2021, ICC's volleyball team was 
the beneficiary of a new scoreboard, 
worth almost $5,000, for its practice 
area in the Carrie Ball-Williamson 
Recreational Center on the Fulton 
Campus. A recent $20,000 donation 
has helped with the purchase and 
installation of new scoreboards for 
baseball at Roy Cresap Field and 
soccer at the IGC Soccer Complex, 
which opened in the fall of 2020. 

The 35x10 baseball board 
features an arched truss with the 
ICC logo and two sponsor panels, 
while the soccer board is 16’x5’ with 
an arched sign with the ICC logo 
and one sponsor panel, according 
to Dr. Chad Case, ICC director of 
athletics. 

“Itawamba Community College’s 
Athletic Department expresses

“These 
scoreboards will 
enhance our 
baseball and 
soccer fields and
